Dlscovvrlna of Ihe Cupital of the Old 
Aasyrta.!! ICniplro. 

The main porlion of tbo Ijabylonian an- 
titjuitieH jiist n-coived at tho British Mu.~- 
ouin 11:1 tlie result of tho last t!\pi!ilitiou of 
(ieorge Smith was found near Pillaii, a 
town about threo miles north from the 
site of J'abylon. They ore ebielly con- 
tract tablets, mortgage ioanSi promissory 
notes, records of the sale of lands, shares, 
and other commodities, representing, in 
fact, all the various coiiiinereiul triui.sac- 
tions of a Pabybiuian tirni, wlio may be 
aiiproxiiiiately doberilied as Mossr.-. (iabi 
.t Sons, bankers aiai linani-ial agents. 

Many of tbo t.abIeH represent tin? le- 
newal of loans and mortgages, bo that tlii! 
doeunients referring to the first and tbu 
lust of continuing t rmi.Mirl ions lirar tbo 
liiitis of bi^veval (litVi'lriil ii'i;nis. The 
dates thus e.\:tend from tbi^ fall of flu: As- 
syrian Emi)ire to the reign of Duiihh 
Hystapes, including datrs in lh(>roigiis of 
Nabopolassar, father of Nobucbadnozzar, 
Evil-Morodaoh, Oambyses, and the elder 
and younger Gyrus. Thd dates' of tho 
tablets, therefore, furnish very important 
chronological landin;irks, iind they aro in 
muuy respects Hiibinissivo of the rccrjiit 
(jhronology. 

Tbo mto of intor(ist current in Babylon 
(HI loans was gonorally ton ptr cout,, and 
mimh light is thrown on tUe^sboial life' of 
tho Babylonians from the ■ circumstanco 
that witnesses of (loeds aro ahvays des- 
cribed by their Iruibi or profesbiou. One 
of tilo tablets is dated in tlio roign of ]3i:l- 
Hbaz;',ar as king, boiiiL; the first time bis 
naino hns bc'eii found in connection with 
tho royal dignity, previous inscrij)- 
tions having had reference. t«? -tho 
timn wlien ho was described as the son ' of 
Nabonidus. 

Thero are a largo nninbor of iiiiitbeinat- 
cal tablets giving eabuilations of eon- 
siilorablo intricacy. (Jnu ciii-ioiis anil 
beautiful tablet ])re!;ciits a calendar for 
tho entire Baliyloniaii year —or wotild if a 
fragment had not been lost— and for 
every day in a year, distinguishing tho 
days lucky or unlucky, whothor for feast- 
ing fasting, marriage, or tho building of 
houses. Tho calendar inrther indicates 
in w hat respects the several day(( affect or 
i nil uonco persons aud proporly, health and 
fortune. 

Among tbo antiquitds are some early 
Babylonian bricks, and fragments of stat- 
uary of a king hitherto known in (bo city 
of Zergul, called at this day by I ho 
slightly varied form of Zergul. Tlinio 
aro also speeiinens of pottery, and two 
small l)ron7.o fitatuoltos of gods, with in- 
scriptions. Tho whole series oftablel.s 
may be said to be, all things oonsidoi ed, 
in a fair oondition as to thoiy integrity.

Mr. White- 
head, the inventor of the well-known liah 
torpedo, has' been undortakiDg ti'serios of 
exporimoiits in tho Bay. of; Fiujne for the 
purpose of doraohatt-'titin^ "'•fifid nttack'ing 
powers of his submarine inatrument, and 
invited oiir Oovernment,among others, to 
.send represeutatives to the spot. Already 
tho inventor has made tho torpedo a very 
efiiciout war iuatrrmont, and ho is now 
ong.iged, it seems, in improving it still 
more. Tho fish torpedo, as our realtors 
are nwaro, are shaped like a cigar, and is 
propelled by scrowa actod upon by com- 
pressed air Htored up within ur^c|^r, JCgJ^ 
great pressure. Tho machine is usually 
mode about a dozen feet long, aud in the 
head it carries a charge of dynamito or 
gun cotton, which explodes on striking 
any obstacle. These niacliinos, altiiough 
oalculutoil to do a vast amount of dam- 
age, from the circumstance that tboy may 
bo aimed with considerable certain ty,<and 
aro capable of travoiring under water for 
somo distance at a rato of eight or ton 
miles an hour, aro to bo warded olT, it is 
found, by invo.^ting tho vessel attacked 
with a guar 1 or crinoline of strong 
net-work.
